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Lam! Values and tlieir llfl'cct. ,| 

To run Editor:— Of late several com- I 
munjoationa have reached me from friends 
in California enquiring about goveriiintsiit 
land in this provinue. Not having at- 
tended to these mattora, 1 was able to 
give them but very scanty information. | 
I referred them to the immigration agfint. i 
It is possible that some of the information 
with which I did venture to supply them, 
• may html contained statements that wore 
falao and misleading; for instance, that 
there is no agricultural land in the im- 
mediate 'vicinity of the railway on the ' 
mainland, and that the government land : 
on this island is not agricultural, and 
therefore, since the timber and minerals 
have boon reserved to the railway com- 
pany, need scarcely be attended to But, 
I -confess, my knowledge of the subject is 

1 so' meagre and vague as to be absolutely i 
disgraceful, considering that I have re- 
sided several yoara in the province. 
Pamphlets may have been published by | 
the govornmont containing the desired in- 
formation, but they are not gonerally 
known throughout the province, although, j 
no doubt tho Victorians are acquainted 
" with thorn. Tf a hook wore compiled 
uuder tho direction of the government, 
stating, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
the amounts of arable, pasture, and forest j 
land in each district, accompanied j by 
maps, I should think thoru would bo a 
great demand for it, not only here but in j 
neighboring states- 

Another inquiry addressed to mo was, , 
to what extent speculators had anticipat- 
ed settlers by buying up accessible lands? 
that is, those within easy reach of roads 
and other lines of communication. To 
this question, also, 1 could give no reply. 
But it recalled to my mind the multitude 
of notices of intention to purchase land, 
which L have seen in tho papers during 
tho last six months. If, as 1 conceive, 
theso aro mostly speculative purchases, it 
does not augur well for actual settlors. 
Tho records of available hind at the land 
office are apt to bo deceptive, becauso no 

. statement is givon of the portion oicupied 
by mountains or othorwiae unfit for till- 
age. Taking into account that only a 
small fraction of such land may be adapt- 
ed for agriculture, the encroachments 
made on the public domain by specula- 
tive. purchasers are somewhat alarming. 

My own opinions us to tho significance 
and tendoncy of real cstato operations in 
new countries are very different from the 
nations gonerally in vogue. On all sides 
I hear paous of rejoicing at the rise in 
the value of real estate. Il is a good sign 
in this sense, that it shows the confidence 
people have in tho industrial progress of 
the country. It is also peculiarly advan- 
tageous for those who (in the language of 
the stock exchange) are "cai rying'a great 
quantity cf real estate and wish to unload. 
But it should be observed that, all these 
high nominal values of land do not add 
ono particle to tho real wealth of the 
country, any more than the amtlipication 
of bank notes would do. Tho only way 
in which the wealth of the country or of 
any now country can be increased is by- 
obtaining additional product) from the 
land itself. Now the effect of land specu- 
lation is to prevent, or at least retard, this 
increased production. 

Observe what takes place in any new 
country whore great railroads are being 
built. Trade is very brisk, of course, 
becauso so many additional laborers are 
employed in the construction of the road. 
Thero is an enormous increase in the price 
of real estate, and a i<reat stimulus is 
given to laud speculation. Finally the 
roads aro finished. There is then a Bud- 
ded check to this feverish activity. Pres- 
ently the tido bogina to ebb, and thero is 
a complaint of hard times. The reason is 
that owing to the injurious effect of land, 
speculation tho railway fails to do what it 
otherwise would have done. It fails to 
increase the production of the country as 
it ought to have done, simply bocause set- 
tlors and producers have been forestalled; 
all accoptablo places have been secured in 
advance by speculators, and can only be 
obtained at exorbitant rates by those who 
would ongage in any industrial enterprise, 
Tho influx of immigrants, therefore, in 
much le3B than was expected. Tho poor 
sottlor who wishoB to buy govornmont 
land, must still go to some remote corner 
of tho wilderness, where, in spite of the 
bounty of nature, he must ever be poor 
because thero is no market for his pro- 
duce. 

Lt is owing to the influence of those 
causes, I think, that some new status, as 
California for example, though thinly 
peopled and so richly endowed by nature, 
aro prematurely afflicted with tlie social 
diseases of densely populated countries — 
with tramps, vagrants, paupers. It has 
been remarked in that state that it was 
seldom those actually ongaged in indus- 
trial enterprises who grew rich. The 
huge estates of Lick, Reese, and other | 
magnates of that ilk, were made almost | 
entirely by speculations in land. It was 
interesting to note the steady march to 
fortune of these land grabbers m contrast I 
with the arduous struggles, the precarious 
prosperity and too often the disastrous 
collapse of the actual producers, whoso 
labours and enterprise had alono confer- 
red on tho land the value it had acquir- 
ed. Inqcireb.

As Jack is generally 
fond of society and has. the misfortune to 
bo old he is debarred from a placu where 
In 1 can ko-jp from temptation, ho can go 
and find amusement in the hotels and rum 
shops. The temperance people do not 
want liim. Tn all my travels, which have 
been nearly all over the world, and during 
that time 1 have attended a great many 
temperance meetings, I never hoard such 
an announcement given out before and 
hope I never shall again. A temperance 
stranger who is of my age may as well go 
to Turkey with the gentle-.ian that was 
advertised to go the other day in one of 
tho daily papers, If I had a daughter 
over the age of 14 is it natural that. 1 
.-hould allow her to go to a meeting that 
her parents are dehnred from/ If the 
hall is tob small why not gel a larger 
place and charge a small sum for admit- 
tance.

Chinese Immigration Question. 

British Columbia occupied consider- 
able space in the throughts of the 
members of Parliament today. In the 
Senate this evening the Railway ami 
Graving Dock bill was discussed, while 
in the Commons the Chinese question 
in British Columbia was tho subject of 
debate. British Columbia would re- 
joice if it could hoar tho good words 
that were spoken in her behalf by the 
members of both Houses. Nearly all 
the representatives in the Commons apj 
peared to be in sympathy with the 
British Columbia members, who object- 
ed to the presence of the Chinese in 
that province. Sir John Macdohald, 
while expressing his sympathy thought 
it inopportune for the House to pass 
any resolution either of u restrictive or 
a prohibitory nature. lie did not 
know the nature of the treaties between 
England and China and we might be 
getting into serious difficulties by de- 
ciding, as it were, in the dark. The 
appointment of a commission, as sug- 
gested by Sir John Macdonald will till 
the bill and supply the lack of know- 
ledge on the whole question now con- 
fessed by even tho best informed of the 
House. — Turonto Mail.

THE STREAMS BILL. 

A well known and important case, which 
originated in the province of Ontaria, Mc- 
Laren va. Cajdwefl,and was finally appeal- 
ed to the privy council of England, has 
been decided by that august body in favor 
of the appellants. By this decision it is 
finally declared that the construction plac- 
ed upun the law relating to public streams 
by the government of Ontario and the 
thrice repeated victory of the Streams Bill 
by the federal government was not only a 
great liberty but n, legal mistakes. The de- 
cision in question affirms unco and for all 
that streams are public highways and that 
no man by owning land on both sides of 
the stream or making improvements can 
destroy the rights of the public theroby. 
The Btory of the caso is this: An act re- 
affirming previous acts was passed in the 
Canadian legislature in 1849 affirming that 
it shall be lawful for all persons "to float 
Haw logs, rafts'and crafts on streams in up- 
per Canada during the spring, summer and 
autumn freshets." A lumberman, how- 
ever, named McLaren on the Mississippi 
river running through Lanark and Carle- 
ton counties had improved that stream 
considerably at certain points as well as 
two uf its tributaries and refused to allow 
others to use these improvements unless 
they would acknowledge his exclusive 
rights both to the improvements and the 
stream at those points. Mr. Boyd Cald- 
well insisted on the public right to the 
stream as a highway for lumbermen, and 
moved to restrain McLaren from using his 
improvements. McLaren l.ioinUiJ iimi the 
Act uf 1849 applied only to such streams 
as could be used for the lumbering busi- 
ness without improvements; but Mr. 
Caldwell held that the act in question re- 
ferred to all streams. McLaren succeeded 
on the trial, it was appealed to the su- 
preme court of Canada and a decision giv- 
en in favor of McLaren, after which Mr. 
Caldwell carried it to the privy council, 
which has just declared that the Act of 
1849 referred to all streams. The act 
passed in the public interest has been re- 
peatedly disallowed by the Dominion 
Government on the ground that it took 
awuy Mr. McLaren's private rights without 
compensation. The victory for provincial 
rights is, therefore, a decisive one. 

L (JUNE'S PA NA CEA . 

The Marquis of Lome, in the April num- 
ber of the Contemporary Review, proposes 
a solution of the Irish question. Ireland, 
lie Hays, is clamoring for a parliament of 
her own, but at the same time the English 
statesmen deem it intolerable that the im- 
perial sway of England s. jilld be removed 
from one of her fairest possessions, or that 
the vast interests of Englishmen should be 
left to the mercy of an independent and per- 
haps hostile legislature. He therefore pro- 
poses as a compromise what he calls "Pro- 
vincial Home Rule in Ireland." He would 
have four provincial Diets — that of Leins- 
ter, to sit at" Dublin; of Munstor, at Cork; 
of Ulster, at Belfast; and of Connaught, at 
Galway. These Diets should each consist 
of an upper house or senate, and a popular 
branch or chamber of deputies. The term 
of service in the upper house he would es- 
tablish at six years, one-third of the mem- 
bers being elected every two years, while 
all the members of tin; lower house should 
be elected biennially; all the members of 
both houses to be elected by popular ballot, 
subject to the same regulations and the 
same qualifications as now prevail for par- 
liament. The powers and duties of these 
Diets the Marquis would have confined 
strictly to local purposes, such us the im- 
position and collection of the poor-rates, 
school taxes and assessment (or local public 
improvements and the maintenance of public 
order within the provincial limits. He would 
leave undisturbed the administrative ma- 
chinery of the island, comprising the Lord 
Lieutenancy, the County Lieutenancies and 
all other crown officials, and would leave to 
the Imperial Parliament the levying of the 
Queen's tax and the enactment of all gen- 
eral laws for the government of the islands 
as at present. A. M. Sullivan says the 
scheme is ridiculous. 

THE LATE NOVELIST. 

Charles Rcade, whoso death occurred 
on Friday last, was born at Ipsdon, Ox- 
fordshire, England, in 1814. He was 
educated at Magdalen college, Oxford. Ho 
graduated B. A. in 1835, and in 1843 was 
called to the bar at Lincoln's Inn. His 
first novel, "Beg Wellington," was pub- 
lished in 1852, and immediately established 
his reputation. This was fallowed at in- 
tervals by many others so widely read and 
admired that ho may be said to have oc- 
cupied, since the death of Charles Dickens 
and George Eliot, the highest place among 
English novelists. Among his best known 
works are "Christie Johnstone," "Never 
too Lato to Mend," "The Cloister and the 
Hearth," "Hard Cash," "Put yourself in 
His Place" and a "Terrible Temptation." 
Mr. Reade as a writer displayed groat 
skill in plot and incident; his stylo was 
br'ght and peculiarly his own, and in many 
of his works he had in viow the correction 
of social or political abuses. 

It is estimated that there are 15,000,- 
000 horses in this country, and in order 
to keep up thesupply 1,000,000 must 
be bred annually. The importation in 
large numbera, of lato, of Percheron 
and Clydesdale horses has increased the 
average size and capacity of our stock 
of horses, and futher improvement will 
necessarily follow. 



FROM THE PACIFIC PROVINCE 

AN INTERVIEW WITH LT.-'' 
GOVERNOR DEWOXHY. 

Glowing Account of the Pacific 
Province. 



(Winnipeg Sun, April 7.) 

Mr. Dewduoy, Lieut. -Governor of the 
Northwest Territories and Indian Commis- 
sioner, returned to the city last evening 
from British Columbia, whither he went 
in company with his wife, whose mother 
is very ill. It is about a month and a half 
since Mr. Dewdney left hero for British 
Columbia. Ho was eleven days crossing to 
Portland; of that time he was detained six 
days by a washout on the Northern Pacific 
near Bismarck. He speaks well of tin line, 
and of the attention paid to passengers on 
it. Ho spent six days in Victoria and a 
week on the mainland. Mr. Dewdney lived 
in British Columbia twenty years, it being 
five and a half yearu since he left. He was, 
of course, surpprised at the wonderful 
changes wrought since he left, and replying 
to a question as to the progress of the 
country and the general business, he said: 
"British Columbia to-day is more thriving 
than any province in thr confederation, and 
the people are much more contented than 
those of any other province. Business is 
good in Victoria, and in fact all through 
the province. Men whom 1 left six years 
ago, poor as Job's turkey, are now affluent. 
The value of property has increased at a 
surprising rate. When I left the province 
you could not give away property, and at 
present almost fabulous prices are demand- 
ed. In the suburbs of Victoria land that 
would not be accepted as a present several 
years ago is now bringing from u thousand 
to fifteen hundred dollars per aero. At Port 
Moody, and around the mouth of Eraser 
river, land which would not bring $1 an 
acre some years ago, is now held at §50 an 
acre. Port Moody is picking up rapidly, 
and Lusiness is brisk there. It is surround- 
ed by a tine agricultural country ; in fact, 
all along the valley of the Fraser the land is 
excellent." 

"How did you like the climate?" 

"It, w as beautiful. 1 really could not im- 
agine better. The snow lias disappeared 
long ago, and active farming operations are 
going on." 

"What about the Island railway?" 

"You moon the one from Nanaiino to 
Esquimau?" 

"Yes." 

"The company ale just waiting for the 
passage of the act in the Dominion house, 
which settles all claims, and provides for 
the construction of the road, to begin work. 
The line will bo 70 miles in extent. It is 
the intention to push the road ahead very 
rapidly, in order that the hasty d 
incut of the country may be secured. 

"Did you go over the Onderdouk section 
of the Canadian Pacific railway ?" 

"Yes, I mot Mr. Huuey, the local mana- 
ger, who is well-known iu Winnipeg, and 
he insisted on having me go over the line. 
Passenger trains are now running over it as 
far as Douglas, a few miles from Kumloops. 
Of courso, it is not all in first-class condi- 
tion, as a great deal of ballasting is requir- 
ed, but in a few months the entire contract 
will be completed and the road in excellent 
condition. The cars used on the road were 
built at Yale, in Mr. Onderdouk 's works. 
They are made of tir wood, which is pro- 
nounced by Mr. Haney to he as good as 
oak. A brisk business is being done in the 
shops at Yale. The people are looking for- 
ward to the completion of the road as they 
expect it will create a revolution in the pros- 
pects of the province. A great many people 
are going from the province to the silver 
mines in the Selkirk range. 1 might say 
that the prospects of immigration there m e 
very good." 

Mr. Dewdney will leave for Regie a Mon- 
day, to resume his duties. 
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Eastern Canada Mail. 

(Per Northern I'aelflc Railway.) 

Montreal, April -t. — The report that 
the Canadian Pacific is making applica- 
tion to the government for further finan- 
cial assistance is denied by officers of the 
company.

Tohonto, April 5.— An Anglican church 
sisterhood is about being started hero, 
which will be the headquarters for Can- 
ada, with an endowment of $25,000. 

Rev. J. S. Black, of Erskine church, 
Montreal, delivered his farewell address 
to his congregation yesterday evening. The 
cause of his resignation is the delicate 
state of his wife's health. He immed- 
iately leaves for California where he will 
reside. 

Ottawa, April 5. —Mr. Geo, Stephen, 
president of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
and Hon. J. J. C. Abbott sail from New 
York for England on Monday to float 
Canadian Pacific bonds. 

Major-General Luard has been appoint- 
ed to the command of a brigade at Alder- 
shot. 

Hamilton, April 3. — The Bight Rev. 
Dr. Carberry, the newly appointed bishop 
of Hamilton, arrived to-day. A large 
number of Roman Catholic dignitaries 
were present from all parts of the conn 
try at his reception, which was a magnifi- 
cent afl'air.

Halifax, April -1. — A joint committee 
uf both branches of the local legislature 
have adopted an address for transmission 
to the govoruor-goneral.

Im- 
mediate readjustment of financial terms is 
urged. Sixteen years ago Nova Scotia 
wanted the Union Act repealed so far as 
it related to Nova Scotia.

Oshawa, April C — On Friday noon . a 
young man culled F. Farwell, aged about 
30, was crossing tho G. T. R. track about 
one and a half miles oust from Oshawa 
station. .There were two gates at the farm 
crossing both of which were closed. It is 
presumed that the young man ripened the 
first north gate and drove his team through 
and waited with the team unhitched to 
shut the gate. There were some loose 
empty barrels in the wagon at tho time, j 
It is not known if the jolting of these bar- j 



rols or a train in tho distance frightened 
the horaes, but it is inferred that tho 
horses started on a run across tho track for 
they broke down the other gate and it is 
thought the young man jumped into the 
wagon and tried to make his way forward 
to tho roins. The hordes ran some twenty 
yards down a lane, beside which some 
iogs for firewood had been left to bo cut 
with a sawing machine. A wheel of the 
wagon struck one of these logs and doubt- 
less threw Farewell out. He wus found 
where he had fallen with the upper part of 
his head completely cut oil'. Mr. Fare- 
well was much respected and about to 
commence farming on his own account. 

EUKOPIL1N rWEWS. 



From Cablegrams to the Orc- 
gonian, 

London, April 14.— The journals head 
their accounts of yesterday's arrests with 
"American Fenians in England." But, 
notwithstanding tho criticisms and head 
lines, none of the men arrested yet has 
been shown to have any connection what- 
ever with tho American dynamito party. 
Fitzgerald is not known to have been in 
America. Ho was a fonian and a land 
leaguer. His last appearance in Dublin 
was at the funoral demonstration of Chas. 
J . Kickham. He was a commercial 
traveler for a firm of wool tnorchants at 
Cork for some time, and had some secret 
means of livelihood. It is supposed by 
some that ho was ucting as an informer 
for tho government, while taking part in 
the conspiracies of Sligo, Westmoath and 
Cork. Denman, otherwise Daly, lived for 
a short time in tho United States. He 
returned from there to England last 
October. He wont to Birmingham early 
in March. Daly is supposed to have been 
the link between the American and the 
Irish conspirators. He always had plenty 
of money, and displayed diamond rings 
and other jewelry.

Several of the Irish boroughs are tak- 
ing advantage of tho Easter recess to give 
a welcome to their representatives in par- 
liament. Limerick presents the freedom 
of the city on Monday to Michael Davitt, 
Dwyer Gray, oditor of the Dublin Free- 
man's Journal and momber of parliament 
for county Carlo w, and Charles Dawson, 
member of Carlow borough. Oil Tuesday 
Droghoda will mnke Parnell a burgess, and 
feast him at a corporation banquot. At 
Wexford on Wednesday a demonstration 
will bo made in honor of T. M. Heuly, 
member for Monaghan, and of tho Red- 
mond brothers. Tho private acceptance 
of Ptirnoll's scheme to raise funds from 
which to pay salaries, to nationalist mem- 
bers of parliament is making rapid head- 
way. The success of the project is be- 
coming assured. The Catholic priests are 
giving active assistance to Parnell's land 
purchase and settlement company. All 
priests iu the diocese of Galway have pur- 
chased ten shares each, and every curate 
live shares. Tho same thing has been 
done iu moat of the Irish dioceses. 

Charles Reade's works were for Har- 
per's Magazine, which were to bo followed 
by studies of biblical passages. These 
last are unique, as 'shown by a prelimi- 
nary sketch of some which he had pre- 
pared. Tho last words from his pon will 
first appear in America. 

THE WAR IN THE SOUDAN. 

Tho indications are that the govern- 
ment intends to undertake an autumn 
campaign towards Khartoum, and pre- 
parations for such an event are being ac- 
tively made. The survey of tho Nile as 
far as tho second cataract, which Captain 
Molineanx undertook Bonie weeks ago, at 
the command of the admiralty, has been 
completed, and Molinenux returned to 
Cairo Monday. He is now ordered to 
report on the upper reaches of the river 
as far as Shendy. Ho is also to report on 
a scheme for getting English regiments 
across the Korosko desert. It is certain 
that tho last estimato which Gordon sent 
of the timo he can hold out, only two 
months more, is correct. 

STRIKES IN QKRMANY. 

Tho strike movement is spreading in 
Germany. Dresden advices announce the 
prevalence of serious strikes in Saxony 
among stone cutters, masons and glass 
workers. All the workmen in the great 
glass factory of Siemens' at Dresden tiro 
out. The North German Gazette's Leip- 
zig dispatch says, that the strike of ma- 
sons is general. Carpenters also have 
ceased workilig.

In the Commons on tho Gth inst., Sir 
Hector Langavin said: Before moving 
the adjournment of the House, I wish to 
state on behalf of tho First Minister, 
who was obligod to leave the House, that 
it statement has been made in a Toronto 
Reform newspaper of yesterday that the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company have 
applied to the government for a furthor 
loan of §5,000,000, and I need not say, 
Mr. Speaker, that thore is no foundation 
at all for the statement. There has been 
no application either by tho company, or 
by any member or director of tho com- 
pany, for any such loan or for any loan 
whatever. 



Tho Streams Bill. 

The judicial committee of the Imperial 
Privy Council have docided that the 
Streams Act of the Dominion government 
is unconstitutional. The matter heard 
was the appeal caso of Caldwell vs. Mc- 
Laren, which involved the right of appel- 
lant to run timber down the Mississippi 
river past certain improvements made by 
the Messrs. McLaren. Tho judgment of 
their lordships is long and very elaborate. 
They review the question from beginning 
to end, and their judgment is in favor of 
Mr. Caldwell's appeal, reverses tho deci- 
sion of tho supreme court of Canada and 
sustains the judgment of tho court of ap- 
poal of Ontario, adopting practically tho 
same grounds as the latter.

VANCOUVER ISLAND. 

Tho Latest Colonial Attraction. 

Vancouver Island is just now the sub- 
ject of some attention. Making all allow- 
ance for too friendly statements there can 
be no doubt that Vancouver Island will be 
the great colonial attraction of tho im- 
mediate future. The climate and scenery 
are described by the comparatively few 
travelers who have penetrated into its al- 
most unknown wilds as hardly inferior to 
those of California. Thee is any amount 
of hunting and shooting to be hud. Tho 
Dominion Government offers large grauta 
of land on easy, terms, and lastly, tho tre- 
mendous and fatal objection of inaccessi- 
bility is on the ove of being forever remov- 
ed by tho completion of tho Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. Many enterprising London 
youths of adventurous disposition, good 
family and no money tiro only waiting for 
the opening of this great railway system 
to try their fortune in Vancouver Island. 
— S. F. Newsletter. 

Tub Rock Drill. — Tho rock drill is 
now being fairly tested on Pandora street . 
Under the impression that the steam rock- 
drill was not likely to be much good tho 
corporation gave out some contracts but 
they finally resolved to have it tried, and 
from present indications there is every 
probability that the steam machinery now 
in possession of the corporation will bo 
able to blast rock and crush it ready for 
the streets at the rate of §1.75 per cubic 
yard. Tho drill works something like a 
steam hammer on a tripod, the legs of 
which havo ball and socket joints, which 
allow the instrument to bo pointed in any 
direction, horizontal, perpendicular or 
otherwise. The drill is supplied with 
steam from a long flexible pipe running 
from Jumbo. It makes 250 blows per 
minute, and is callable of boring 00 lineal 
feet per day in good hard rock, though un- 
der exceptional circumstances it has boon 
known lo drill 5 feet in 15 minutes. For 
blasting rock on Herald atreut similar to 
that on Pandora street $3.20 waa paid and 
tho average cost for blasting uaed to bo 
$2.50 and $1.I!0 forreduclng tho same rock 
to a state fit for the roads. Tho same 
number of men are employed, but double 
or treble tho work is accomplished. 



Smash Dp. — Yesterday afternoon at 
the C. P. N. Co. 's wharf, shortly after 
tho arrival of tho steamer, the driver of a 
hack met with what might have proved a 
serious accident. While hia team was 
being turned around, the hack being 
loaded with two heavy trunks, one paa- 
senger and tho driver, and it being a very 
cramped place for turning, the vehicle 
gave a lurch, breaking tho pole. The 
horses became frightened and started off 
tit a furious rate towards tho H. B. Co. 'a 
wharf, but when fairly underway they 
collided with a baggage wag in, the 
horse attached to which become very much 
frightened, and for a few moments it look- 
ed as though a serious accident would be 
the result.

COLUMBIA. 

WHAT THE SAN FRANCISCO 
PAPERS 

Siny Aboil** the Disnllowaiice. 

(S. f. Bulletin.) 
British Columbia has two masters, tho 
Dominion government, representing the 
British provinces in North America, and 
tho Imperial government — -that ia, the 
government of Groat Britain. Tho act of 
tho British Columbia legislature to pro- 
hibit Chinese immigration has met with a 
veto at the hands of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment. Had it passed the ordeal of 
submission to tho Dominion government, 
it would still have encountered tho dan- 
ger of veto by tho British Imperial gov- 
ernment. As the Imperial government 
has acquiesced in similar legislation by 
Australia, tho duly of veto was imposed 
upon the local government. It cannot 
now bo said that the Imperial government 
has one law for Australia and another for 
British Columbia. Tho action of tho Do- 
minion minister of justice in withholding 
approval of the British Columbia act is a 
matter of sumo importance to the United 
Statos. Victoria is now a port whore 
Chinese can be lauded in numbers corre- 
sponding to tho demand. There is com- 
paratively little work for Chinese in tho 
province, but there is a long boundary 
lino between tho province and the United 
Statea. Unless more uU'ectivo 
measures aro taken in tho future 
than in the past to prevent llio Chinese 
from crossing the line, Chinese landing 
in British Columbia will work their way 
south into the United States. Once 
within our lines it will be dillicult to 
prove that they smuggle themselves in. 
It is not expected that the present ad- 
ministration will find time to consider the 
matter, but its successor may. 

(S. F. Cu.ll ) 

The publication yesterday morning of 
an announcement by telegraph that tho 
bill prohibiting Chinese immigration, 
passed by the provincial legislature of 
British Columbia, had been disallowed by 
tho government at Ontario, excited a 
lively interest here as having a signifi- 
cant bearing on our own in common with 
other American Stales on the Pacific 
Coast. Among the people tit large who 
are watching with a jealous vigilance the 
avenues through which the wily and per- 
sistent Mongolian may insinuate himself 
into our territory in evasion of the re- 
striction act, there was an impression that 
it was throwing open a door to his sur- 
reptitious entrance by way of the British 
provinces. 

Special Treasury Agent Evans who 
went to Victoria to investigate the re- 
ports that Chinamen were being smug- 
gled in great numbers across tho border 
into United States territory, says ho was 
unable to verify the reports, There wore 
doubtless instances of Chinamen coming 
over unlawfully, but tho number was in- 
significant. A few will always succeed in 
evading the law; the utmost vigilanco on 
the part of the United Statos authorities 
cannot prevent: it. 

There has boon a lot of Hi Chinamen 
held on a vessel in our harbor, awaiting 
the action of the Dominion government 
with regard to the exclusion law passed 
by the British Columbia legislature. They 
sailed from China before the act was 
passed, and on arriving hero learned that 
they were barred out. Their first ini- 
pulso was to branch out and go to some 
port where thoy would be admitted, Their 
eyes were turned toward Panama and the 
Sandwich Islands. They all have through 
tickets to Victoria, but if they were not to 
be allowed to hind at Victoria, what was 
tho use of their going there? It waa thus 
that thoy reasoned. They wero advised 
to wait here until the confederated gov- 
ernment should pronounce upon the bill. 
As yet it was only an net and not a law. 
If it should become a law then their 
friends her3 wero willing to raise moans 
to sond them to Panama, where they 
could find work on the intoroceanic canal. 
It was the intention to send them down 
thero by the next steamer if no decision 
Came before she sailed. 

Upon the publication of tho disallow- 
ance yesterday, Moasra, (Joodall, Perkins 
& Co. telegraphed to their .agents, Welch, 
Rithet & Co., at Victoria, for a confir- 
mation of tho report. Late in the after- 
noon the following dispatch waa received 
in reply:

THE CUItTrD LINE 

Makoo No Monoy Indieraatioa of 
Sliarolioldors. 

London, April I- -Thero waa a boist- 
torous meeting of the stockholders of tho 
Cunard Lino yesterday at whicli a bitter 
and scandalous ouarrel occurred. For a 
long time there have been rumors afloat 
of dissatisfaction among some of the prin- 
cipal investors because of the alleged un- 
satisfactory management of tho company's 
affairs. Chairman Burns, in hia report, 
stated that the past year had not beon a 
profitable one for tho ocean steamships in 
the carrying trado,and that as a result the 
company had no dividend to declare. The 
announcement; was received by a majority 
of tho shnreholdera with indignation and 
jeers. David Maclvor declared the failure 
to declare a dividend was duo to the mis- 
management that, ho asserted, had char- 
acterized tho administration of tho corpor- 
ation's business. "The money of the com- 
pany," cried Macjvor, "has simply been 
given away." Great excitement and con- 
fusion followed those bold charges, and 
much recrimination was indulged in, but 
eventually Burns aiicceoded in silencing 
Muclvor and in obtaining the adoption of 
the report,

EUROPE. 

I'ahis, April lo. — The statue of Gambotta 
was unveiled at Conors to-day. Prime 
Minister Ferry, in an address, deeply rc- 
gretted Uarubetta's premature death which 
had luft a %'oid nobody was able to till. The 
memory of tho deceased would never perish. 
Love of France was his ruling passion. 

Gen. Caiaperou, minister of war, offered 
homage to Oumbetta in the name of the 
army, whieh he sahl would never forget the 
part Gambetta played. Frenchmen would 
ever remember his words, teaching them to 
love their country to the death. 

Ferry in receiving the bishop and the 
clergy expressetl his wish to maintain eon- 
cord, which, he said, was the bond uniting 
church and state. 

Several English detectives have arrived in 
Paris for the purpose of tracing the dyna- 
miters, In spite of Col. Majeudie's report it 
is declared that the dynamite used at the 
Victoria Station was made at a factory be- 
tween Aimeiis and Boulouge. A rumor is 
afloat that an attempt will shortly be made 
to blow up one of the police buildings in 
Loudon. The activity of the dynamiters 
continues unabated . They meet twice a 
week for the purpose of making p!ann and 
preparations for future outrages. ft is be- 
lieved the English and French police are 
fully acquainted with their movements, 
and that every effort will be made to coun- 
teract their plots. It is also believed that 
one of the most trusted dynamite leaders 
keeps the police fully informed of all their 
plans. 

It is reported that the French fleet has 
occupied Amoy in order to secure the pay- 
ment of the indemnity for China. The 
capture of Huughoa terminated the oain- 
paign in Tonquiu, The financial question 
remains 'to be settled with China. The 
French demands will be very heavy. 

London, April 15. — The remains of ('has. 
Keade were interred to-day at Willosdon. 
The funeral was private. Geo. Augustus 
Sala, Edwin Arnold, and a few other liter- 
ary friends of the deceased were present. 

CANADA. 
Ottawa, April 15. — The Quebec and other 
railway subsidy resolutions were adopted— 
UU to 50. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 
St. Johns, N.F., April 15. — The rumored 
rescue of the Greely party turns out to have 
been a canard, circulated on the First of 
April. 

An assault ou the protcstants of Oarbon- 
ier on Sunday night culminated last 
night in a serious affray, in which shots 
wero exchanged by the belligerents, but up 
to the present time none are reported mor- 
tally wounded.

CHINA. 

London, April 15. Latest advises from 
Shanghai indicated that the Chinese gov- 
ernment is greatly exercised at the recent 
French successes in Tonquin. Persons in 
any way responsible for the reverses are 
being disgraced uud punished. Active 
measures are being taken to prevent further 
loss of prestage. The Viceroy of Canton 
has been publicly disgraced for refusing to 
obey orders. Officers answerable for the 
loss of Bacuinh have been condemned to 
Pekin to receive punishment. A general 
levy of men for the Chinese army is ordered. 
Affairs at Pekin are in an extremely critical 
condition, and administrative changes of 
great importance are imminent. 

Pauls, April 15. — Advices from Ton- 
quin state that Gon. Millot occupied 
Uanghoa on tho 12th inst. without light- 
ing. The enemy carried off the artillery 
and destroyed the magazine and a few 
houses in the citadel. 

EGYPT. 

A letter of the Mahdi has beon pub- 
lished. It commands tho tribes to push 
forward to the edge of Khartoum, to 
blockadoall tho roads and embarrass tho 
Turks in all other ways possible this in- 
junction is urged upon them as a roligioua 
duty. 

CUBA. 

Nbw Youk, April 15. — Advices from 
Havana to the 10th inst. say that the 
landing of Aguoro has causod a feverish 
stato of excitement all over tho island. 
The government was misled and sadly 
duped by those sympathizing with Aguoro 
and sent the bulk of the troops in the 
wrong direction. It is said tho Cubans 
who favor annexation to tho U S. are en- 
deavoring to organize a league to work in 
favor of that idea as a great many Spani- 
ards are becoming convertod to it.

Crime! 



(Wilkesbarre Letter in Philadelphia Press.) 

A lout four miles from this city, in 
Hanover township, in a little glen that 
runs up into the mountains near the 
Plymouth road, stands one of, the oldest 
houses in the valley, known from the 
v name of .its former occupants as the old 
' Bahee homestead. The house is a large 
and rambling structure and is now 
tenanted by Henry Shifler, a well-to-do 
farmer, his wife and one child, a daugh- 
ter l.Tyears of age. These people have 
lived there for about two years. The 
strange and hitherto unexplained pre- 
sence which now makes itself felt in 
the house first made its appearance 
nearly two months ago. At first the 
family were terrified beyond expression, 
but kept the secret of the visitations to 
themselves. But gradually, at they 
grew acoustomed to the phenomena, the 
story leaked out and now the supernat- 
ural visitations are vouched for not 
only by Mr. Shifter and his family, but 
by dozens of neighbors and curious 
strangers. The appearances of the 
spirit are not combined with that si- 
lence antl gloom supposed to be the 
usual concomitants of a visitation from 
the other world, but are accompanied 
by loud -and startling noise and fre- 
quently by a brilliant light. The spirit 
assumes' no- visible shape, but appears 
as a vague and ill-defined presence. Its 
appearances are of regular occurrence. 
At night generally as the family are 
preparing to retire, the house will be 
shaken,' as though by the blast of a 
hurricane, The door and windows rat 
tie and fly open and the furniture 
dances and trembles. 

TOUCHES BY CLAMMY FINGERS. , 

Then the bed-chambers of the family 
are invaded bv the strange presence and 
the sleepers' annoyed ..by the most 
strange phenomena. The bedclothes are 
seized and, drawn from them, in spite 
of their resistance, and their bodies' are 
frequently touched by .what seemed to 
be the cold and olammy, but bony, 
hands, which pass with chilling touch 
over face and body. An attempt to 
grasp the intruding presence 1 nresults in 
groping in the empty air. A sensation 
as though some one was treading or 
walking on the beds is common, and on 
one occasion the. daughter alleges that 
the spirit, invaded her bed, and that it 
felt as though she was lying by the side 
of a corpse. This occurred about the 
time the visitations began and the ter- 
ror of the child was so great that she 
•was deprived of all power to move or 
speak, and not till the spitit departed 
did she regain the ability to move, ami 
rushed screaming and almost fainting 
into her parents' chamber. Since. ,,then 
she has slept in their room, and as the 
family grew. accustojned to the visita- 
tions they were regarded with less fear. 

WHAT VISITORS' SAW AND HEARD. 

The house has been visited, by sever- 
al people from this city and the singu- 
lar phenomena fully vouched for. Laat 
Saturday a party of gentlemen accom- 
panied a -.mesmerist, then giving ex- 
hibitions in the city to the place, in;the 
hope that he might be able to open 
communication with the hithorto sijent 
spirit. Their experiences were related 

.to the /Vca'.s correspondent by D. j A. 
Blancbard, a merchant of this city 
"We were sitting," he said, "in the par- 
lor of the house and been wait- 
ing for some time for the appear- 
ance of the spirits, when about 
10 o'clock, a strange sound as of 
rushing winds was heard, The doors of 
the house banged to, flew open, the win- 
dows rattled in their frames, and the 
whole house trembled. We were a 
numerous party and there were many 
holds hea:ts among us but, I tell you, 
for a moment our pulses seemed to 
stop, and the roost daring grew pale with 
supernatural fear. Suddenly in the 
next room were beard sounds, as 
though a heavy body was being dragged 
acrosss the floor, the door burst open 
and the room was invaded by some 
mystic presence we all felt, but could 
not see. What we did see was two 
dull lights, borne as though in the 
outstretched hands of a man, but where 
the man should have been nothing was 
apparent but a cloudy something 
through which a phosphorescent light 
seeemed to glow. The mesmerist arose, 
advanced towards the presence and 
endeavored to establish mesmeric com- 

■ muriication, but in vain. The spirit 
passed through our very midst and 
suddenly vanished near the window. 
Then ill was still again, and though 
we Waited for some time, nothing more 
was seen or heard. 

AN L'NEAY SPIRIT. 

Mr. Major, the landlord of the Red 
Tavern, situated a bout half a]milejfrom 
the house, relates a somewhat similar 
story. He visited the house one even- 
ing and while conversing with Mr. 
Shifter the same phenomena occurred. 
The bouse shook and trembled, the 
doors flew open, the spirit invaded the 
the room, and thongh nothing was 
seen, heavy footsteps were heard and 
bony finge'rs grasped Mr. Major's arm 
with a force that produced no little 
pain. Mr. Shifter fully vouched for 
the strange happening here related. 
Before moving into the house he laugh- 
ed at the nonsense as the appearance 
of the spirits from the outer world, 
but now he thinks differently. He be- 
lieves that at some time a horrible mur- 
der was committed near the house and 
i he spirit of the assassinated one haunts 
the spot. In support of this belief he 
related a singular dream. He thought, 
lie said, that in the middle of the night 
the form of a woman stood by his bed- 
side and beckoned him.

TO REGULATE THE REMOVAL OF 
BUILDINGS. 



WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO PROVIDE 
for the regulation of the removal of Build- 
ings within the City of Victoria. 

Therefore 'the Munici » Council of the City of 
Victoria (uiacts as follow :— 

1. No person shall remove, or cause or permit to 
be removed, any building into, along or across any 
street without having llrst obtained permission of 
the Mayor and Council. 

2. All applications for permission to remove any 
building or buildings into, along or across any street 
shall be made In w riting to the Mayor and Council, 
and shall describe the building and state its loca- 
tion, the place to which the building is to be remov- 
ed and tho streets required to be used in removing 
such building. 

li. The applicant for such permission shall obtain 
from the City Surveyot" valuation ol the building 
ho desires to remove anu shall enclose such valua- 
tion with his application. All applications fur the 
removal of any building shall be accompanied by a 
fee of SO and shall state the number of days required 
for such removal. 

i. No permission shall be giyen to remove any 
building into, along or across any street unless such 
building as aforesaid shall have been valued by the 
City Surveyor as being worth at least one huudreU 
dollars, when it is necessary to have the building 
valued. 

f>. Any person removing any building shall dili- 
gently, and with all practicable speed, remove tho 
same on, along and across tho streets and to the 
place where permission has been granted, and shall, 
while such building is being removed, place a beacon 
light on the front ol such building and a beacon liirht 
on the back thereof, and shall cont*nuously keep 
such beacon lights burning from sunset to sunrise. 

li. Any person violating any of the provisions of see- 
Lions one and five of this bylaw shall on conviction 
before the Police Magistrate or other Justice of the 
Peace of the City of Victoria be liable to a nena.lt} 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each violation 
thereof together with the costs of conviction and in
